The World Castles Award 


At first glance, I did not think South Africa would qualify for participation in this 
award, but I was wrong. When I downloaded the list from the website, I found 12 South African 
structures mentioned, the Castle in Cape Town is not mentioned. There are many more and we 
can assist the programme by providing them with information. 

I know of some castles and fortifications in Namibia that are not even listed in the pro- 
gramme list. 


The International Award programme “World Castles Award - WCA" is devoted to oper- 
ating from castles, fortresses and other fortification works. It was founded on 14 January 
2009 by group of Russian radio amateurs, members of the RZICWC Radio Club under the aegis 
of the International Organisation Castles on the Air - COTA. 

The goal of the programme is the activation and popularisation of historical objects - 
castles, fortresses, etc., all over the world, learning and the maintenance of the historical Heri- 
tage in our countries including monuments and architectural constructions relating to fortifica- 
tion. 

The World Castles Award programme includes eleven diplomas, one award plate and a 
series of E-Awards for QSOs/SWLs with radio stations operating from castles, fortresses, 
etc., all over the world. 

Now, the World Castles Award programme co-operates and keeps up a friendly relation- 
ship with such well-known national castles and fortresses’ award programmes such as - Belgium 
Castles Award (BCA), Belgium; Castles and Palaces of Belarus Award (CPBA), Belarus; Castles 
and Stately Homes on the Air (CASHOTA), England; Castles and Stately Homes on the Air -

(UCFA), Ukraine; Zamki w Polsce ( ZWP), Poland 

In April 2009, the official site of World Castles Award programme was created. The 

main goals of this programme are: 

- Information support and announcement of forthcoming expeditions; 

- Selection of radio amateur diplomas, references relating to the theme of fortification; 
- Publication of articles and photo reports about expeditions. 

Fortifications are military constructions and buildings designed for defence in warfare 
and military bases. Humans have constructed defensive works for many thousands of years, ina 
variety of increasingly complex designs. The term is derived from the Latin fortis "strong" and 
facere "to make." 

Fortification is usually divided into two branches, namely permanent fortification and 
field fortification. Permanent fortifications are erected at leisure, with all the resources that a 
state can supply of constructive and mechanical skill, and are built of enduring materials. Field 
fortifications are built by troops in the field, perhaps assisted by such local labour and tools as 
may be procurable and with materials that do not require much preparation, such as earth, 
brushwood and light timber, or sandbags. 

Contacts with objects of permanent fortification such as castles, fortresses, forts, for- 
tified areas (including their parts such as gates, walls, towers, etc.) showing signs of preserva- 
tion and/or restoration are valid for WCA. 

The list of Castles and Fortresses for WCA - World Castles Award programme, was up- 
dated on 26 April 2010. There are over 38 000 objects from six continents on the list. The 
WCA List is not final and will be constantly updated.
